Raids upon trees, shrubbery and 
flowers planted at roadsides bv the 
department of highways .or bt auti- 
flcatlon and to prevent soil erosion 
have been so extensive this spring 
that 
drastic 
action 
against 
the 
despoilers is proposed. 
Secretary 
Sam Lewis of the highway depart­ 
ment announced today that both 
the motor patrol 
and the state 
police have been catted upon to aid 
in the apprehension of the thieves. 
The law provides a severe penalty 
for the removal or destruction oi any 
of these plantings. 
From different parts of the state 
complaints have been made varying 
from the malicious taking of a single 
plant to the wholesale carting away 
of a truckload of up-rooted stock. 
In the Philadelphia an a practically 
all the plants on a highway bank 
were removed during the night, the 
only trace left by the thief having 
been the marks of a truck, indicat­ 
ing that it had been backed against 
the slope, presumably for loadin" 
of the shrubs. In some eases motor­ 
ists are reported to have brought 
with them burlap sacks, and after 
removal of plants to have wrapped 
the roots tenderly in burlap to pre­ 
vent them from dying out until they 
could be replanted at home. 
I.ast year mon- than 150 organiza­ 
tions of various kinds cooperated 
with the highway department in 
making plantings along the high­ 
ways for beautification of town en­ 
trances and historical markers, and 
for the decking of highway slopes
